Three Infinite diſtin&4 Minds and Subſtances in the Trinity, ] 
Item [T hat the Three Perſons in the Trinity are Three 
diſtin Infinite Minds or Spirits, and T hree Individual Sub- 


ſtances, ] which words gave many Perſons juſt cauſe of offence and 


ſcandal. 


Mr. Vice-Chancellour, and the Heads of Colledges and Halls, being 
now met together in their General Meeting, Judge, Declare, and 
Decree, that the foreſaid words are falſe, Impious , and Heretical ; 
diſagreeing and contrary to the Do&rine of the Catholick Church, and 
_ to the Doctrine of the Church of England, publickly re- 
ceived. 

Wherefore they order, and ſtritly enjoin , all, and ſeveral of 
the Perſons committed to their Truſt and Care, that for the future 
they do not maintain any ſuch Poſitions in their Sermons, or elſe- 
where. |
